‘I suggest to the Dem ocrats

This veteran reader of market re­ 
port r, on this particular morning was 
sizing \ p the potato alt nation, since he 
hod po'atoes to k»*11. 
Th** manner In 
which lie did it Illustrates p re tty well 
how* to use market reports Intelligent­ 
ly. 
He begal) by taking up the latest 
daily schedule of,potatoes and looked 
over the report from the lending rmtr- 
k* t, namely, Chicago. 
lie noted that 
car Iot < were quoted at if* cents per 
hundredweight lower than the day be­ 
fore. 
Then, glancing at the reports 
from Minneapolis, Kansas City, New* 
Tork, Boston, and Philadelphia, he 
b arned that ^¡e prices in these citic-s 
hid declined nut little. 


Finding Cause of Decline. 
Seeking the cause of the weakness in 
the Chicago markets he observed rec­ 
ords of heavy arrivals of potatoes from 
Minnesota, Michigan and other north­ 
ern shipping states, and concluded that 
the drop was caused by these large of­ 
ferings reaching the nearest leading 
market, in conjunction w*ith heavy sup­ 
plies from other producing sections. 
He als<» found mention of some poorly 
graded stock which, In all probability, 
added to the unfavorable market sit­ 
uation. 


Turning to his file of daily reports 
for the past week and the Weekly Re­ 
view Issued by the bureau of m a rk e ts, 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, he concluded that the decline 
marked a general 
downward 
trend. 
Consequently he glanced over the re­ 
ports from the leading producing sec­ 
tions supplying Chicago, and found 
that th»* trend of f. o. b, price« was 
also dowmwmrd at such important po­ 
tato centers as Waupaca, Wis.; Moore- 
head, Minn.; Grand Rapids, Mich., and 
in the Grand Junction district of Colo­ 


rado; also that hauling and shipping 
were active at these points. 
Review of Situation. 
“ Evidently the western crop is now* 
moving fast.” Haskins said to himself, 
“ and the Chicago car-Iot market has 
been the first to feel the effect in a 
marked degree.” 
Rapidly he went over in his mind the 
crop conditions, aided by the car-Iot 
summary, Weekly Review*, and a spe­ 
cial article on the potato situation In 
a recent issue »if a farm paper. 
He noted the size of the crop com­ 
pared with the previous year and the 
amount shipped from each state for the 
season, to date. 
Nor did the attitude 
of growers, buyers and shippers escape 
b - attention. 
H»* took into account 
The < nr supply and the weather condi­ 
tions which, at that particular time, 
v * re both fairly favorable. 
He noted 
conditions in eastern shipping sections 
and consuming markets. 
Having reviewed the whole situation, 
with th* aid of market data such as 
any producer cun secure with little 
trouble, he was able to reach an in­ 
telligent conclusion. 
Experienced as 
he was, he detected the “ hinge” on 
w hich the market was turning and said 
to himself: 
“Chicago car lots are off 
another dime; the market is going 
down. 
Aii things considered, as the 
weakness i*n't extreme, I think I will 
hold on to my potatoes a little longer, 
for I believe things will look better In 
a few days.” 
Summarizing Many Facts, 
To size up the situation for pota* 
toes or any other crop at any time re­ 
quires the quick balancing of many 
facts and causes. 
No general instruc­ 
tions can be given to fit all cases. 
The way to learn to use market re­ 
ports is to begin and use therm 
Ex* j 
pertness comes with practice. 
In time 
one is able to read between the lines 
and to “ feel ’ the market from indica­ 
tions that may mean little to the be­ 
ginner. 
Patience and 
alertness 
in 
studying 
market 
reports, 
including 
those in the dally papers, those Issued 
by the bureau of markets and those 
found in weekly periodicals, will bring 
its reward.

Just before the fight Lieutenant 
Commander Fox of the Maty Bose, 
counted and reported 13 ships where 
there should have been only 12. Thir­ 
teen there were at the beginning of the 
fray and only 12 when it end' d. The 
stranger mulshed as mysteriously as 
she appeared. 
At least that Is what 
eyewitnesses say. 
It will be within every one’s recollec­ 
tion that the raid resulted disastrous* 
ly for us. 
Among our losses was the 
Mary Hose, the vessel that first «Ight- 
ed and reported the thirteenth sldp. 
Can any one suggest an explanation 
of the occurrence? I have no theory 
to put forward. 
But here Is a some­ 
what similar war happening within 
my own personal experience: 
One evening In the bay of Biscay 
four of us were standing on the 
bridge of a small warship watching 
the other vessels of the squadron.

“But there are three I” persisted the 
first speaker, and we others corroborat­ 
ed him, the signalman adding, “I can’t 
make her out, sir; she doesn’t .seem to 
belong to our crowd." 
Out from the chart house came the 
skipper and Joined the little group 
who were w atching the stranger. Who­ 
ever she might be or wherever she 
might have come from, the one un­ 
doubted fact was that there she lay, 
rolling steadily along between the 
“double-ender” , and

old 
trawler that had been our familiar 
companions during many days.

es in excess of the sale price.

most oranges are handle«! through an 
ass«*ciation and the former loss has 
been converte«! into a profit, yet th«*r«* 
is still a wi«le margin between 
what 
the growers receive an«! the consum­ 
ers pay. 
The same facts «*xist in the 
shipment of fresh fruits. 
The De­ 
partment of Agriculture, agricultral 
colleges an«l boants of agriculture of 
the states have for years urged farm­ 
ers to form marketing clubs. 
Many 
such clubs have l»een organized a I' 
over the country, and when the right 
manager has been secured have beer« 
successful in the marketing of vege­ 
tables, eggs, poultry, and some fruit 
ami live stock, but the great sta» le 
of grain, potatoes, etc., still get to 
market in the old way anil 
become 
subject to our expensive distribution 
system, as also «l«>es the bulk of poul 
try products, meat, butter, etc. 
For 
several years the Postal Department 
has en<leav«>re«l to conduct a proiluv- 
er-to-consumer marketing 
plan thru 
the parcel post, but, while it has met 
with some success, it has not solved 
the nation's marketing and distribu­ 
tion problem. 
The forming of co-operative buy­ 
ing asosciations or mutual stores has 
been strongly urged as the solution 
ot the high cost to consumer. 
Many 
such 
associations 
and stores 
have 
been organized and 
some 
of them 
have been quite successful, yet in ti>- 
tal they have had small influence in 
th«* m atter of reducing the great gap 
between the price receive«! by the pro 
«luier and that paid by the consum 
er. 
A great movement was started 
in Chicago a few months ago by 
a 
conference 
«»f labor 
representatives 
for the creation, not only of a great 
chain of co-operative stores, but of 
co-operative banks anil factories. This 
is stiil in the formative 
stage and 
nothing can be predicate«! upon it a* 
to the soluti«»n of this great problem 
except that it appears to be but an 
enlargement, if successful, of method.- 
ulrea«ly being followed.

The manner in 
which he did It illustrates pretty well 
how to use market reports Intelligent­ 
ly. 
He h«*gan by taking up the latest 
daily schedule of .potatoes and looked 
over tin* report from th** leading mar­ 
ket, namely, Chicago. 
11»* noted thnt 
car lot < were quot**d at 15 cents per 
hundrc«l\veight lowvr than the day be­ 
fore. 
Then, glancing at the r«*iH>rts 
fnun Minneapolis. Kansas City, New 
1 ork. Boston, and Philadelphia, he 
1« arned that tío* prices in these cities 
had declined nut little. 


Finding Cause of Decline. 
Seeking the cause of the weakness In 
the Chicago markets he observed rec­ 
ords of heavy arrivals of potato* « from 
Minnesota, Michigan and other north­ 
ern shipping states, and concluded that 
the drop was caused by these large of­ 
ferings reaching the nearest leading 
market, In conjunction with heavy sup­ 
plies from other producing sections. 
He also found mention of some poorly 
graded stock which. In all probability, 
added to the unfavorable market sit­ 
uation. 
Turning to his tile of dally reports 
for the past week and the Weekly Re­ 
view issued by the bureau of markets, 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, he concluded that the decline 
marked a general downward 
trend.

Minn.; Grand Rapid», Mich., and 
in the Grand Junctlou district of Colo- 


rado; als«» that hauling and shipping 
were active at the«** points. 
, 
Review of Situation. 
“Evidently the western crop Is now 
moving fast.” Haskins said to himself, 
“on«l the Chicago car-Iot market has 
he«*n the first to feel the efT«*<*t In a 
marked degree.’* 
Rapidly he went over in his miml the 
<r«»f> conditions, aided by th** cur-lot 
summary. Weekly Reviews, and a sp«»- 
clal artlcl** on th«* potato situation In 
a recent issu«* of a farm paper. 
II«* noted the size <»f the crop com­ 
pared with th** previous year and the 
amount shipped from each state for the 
s* ason, to «late. 
Nor «lid the attJtmle 
of growers, buyers and shippers escape 
h!s attention. 
He took into account 
i the car supply an«l th«* weather c«»ndl- 
tinns which, at that particular time, 
were both fairly favorable. 
He noted 
conditions In eastern shipping sections 
ami consuming markets. 
Having reviewed the whole situation, 
with the aid of market data such as 
any producer can s**cur** with lltth* 
trouble, he was able to reach an In- 
tellig«*ut conclusion. 
Experience«! as 
h«* was, he «leteeted the “hinge” on 
which th«* rnnrk«*t was turning and said 
t<» himself: 
“Chicago car lots ar<* off 
another dime; the market Is going 
down. 
All things considered, as the 
weakness isn’t extreme, I think I will 
hold on to my potatoes a little longer, 
for I believe things will look better In 
a few days.”

Hopi People Punished for Em­ 


bracing Christianity. 


Political A llin of G erm an). 


Government 
Ethnologist, 
Investigate 
ing "Mound of Death/* Finde Evi­ 
dence of Truth of 8tory Long 
Current In the 8outhweat 


Ethnologically speaking, the South­ 
west is a region of many mysteries. 
There, In fortified villages built on 
shelves of rock high up on canyon 
walls, lived the cliff dwellers, nobody 
knovm how long ago. Perched on lofty 
heights are ruined castles nnd towers. 
Over the mesa tops are scattered the 
remains of many ancient towns. 
One of these ruined towns Is rela­ 
tively recent, having been destroyed In 
,.he year 1700, and Its history, fortu­ 
nately preserved, Is most remarkable. 
It was called Awatobl, and all that re­ 
mains of It today Is a huge rubbish 
heap, which Is known to the Hopl Ip- 
dluns us the Mound of Death. 
It was a Uopl town, populous and 
thriving, nnd was attacked and rated 
by the Inhabitants of seven other 
Pueblo villages, who killed all the men 
and carried off the young women and 
children. 
Dr. J. Wulker Fewkes, government 
ethnologist In chief, having learned the 
story, undertook to excavate the mound 
of rubbish, nnd thereby obtained ample 
evidence of the truth of the tradition. 
It seems that Awatobl was first to 
welcome the early Spalnsh priests, and 
to embrace Christianity. 
To this clr* 
circumstance the nelghorlng village* 
attributed a failure of rain. The new 
religion was suspected to be a kind of 
sorcery, and It was decided that the 
only remedy lay In wiping out the 
offending town, together with Its pop­ 
ulation, which, according to the Span­ 
ish mission records, numbered about 
eight hundred souls. 
From the viewpoint of the Hop! 
people to be a sorcerer was and la to­ 
day the- worst of crimes. 
After all 
the good folks huve prayed all night 
for rain a wizard may blow away the 
clouds with u slnrfe puff of his breath. 
Sickness Is always due to sorcery, and 
persons suspected of witchcraft are 
even nowadays made away with In 
•ecret. 
The attack was decided upon at a 
secret meeting lu the pueblo of Walpl. 
A certain spring was appointed as the 
meeting place for bunds of warriors, 
each man carrying, besides his weap­ 
ons, an unllghted torch and a bundle 
of 
greasewood. 
Before 
dawn 
they 
marched silently up the mesa to the 
east end of the doomed town, the gate 
of which hud been left open by agree­ 
ment with a traitorous Awatobl chief­ 
tain. 
Choice was made of a time when 
most of Awatobi’s warriors would be 
engaged in rites of religious ceremo­ 
nial in a large subterranean chamber 
or "klva.” 
The attacking force Invaded the 
town without causing alarm, surround­ 
ed the klva ami plucked up the ladder 
which afforded the only means of exit 
from 
It. 
Then 
they 
lighted 
their 
torches and threw’ them down, together 
with lighted bundles of greasewood. 
The Interior of the underground cham­ 
ber was thus converted Into a literal 
furnace and, further to torment the 
burning men, the ruthless witch hunt­ 
ers tore from the near-by house walls 
strings of red peppers that hung there 
drying, crushed thorn In their hands 
und flung them Into the fire.
